woods, : 

Spreading its leafless blooms in 
a damp nook ; 

To please the desert and the 
sluggish brook. 

The purple petals, fallen in the 


pool, 
Make the black water with their 

‘beauty gay; 

Here might the redbird come his 
plumes to cool, 

And court the flower that 

cheapens his array.” ; 

Mine that grows beneath my 
back window, here by my desk, 
has now lost its profusion of color- 
ful scraps of purple. It was a bit 
of loveliness, where the maple 
threw a dim shadow during part 
of the day. What vivid clusters 
they were! 

May has been the period that 
bridged the gap between winter 
and summer. There have been 
days when the sun’s heat rested on 
our valley and we wondered if the 
months were mixed.

I have read that the lilac 
is not a native of America but of 
Persia and came to us with the 
early colonist. Unpretentious and 
Plain; it grows in gardens and 
old cellar holes, as these here do.

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Maine’s returnable bottle law eas- 
ier On small stores were given in- 
itial approval by the Legislature 
this week, One of the two bills 
‘would allow all stores to set aside 
three hours of the day during 
which they would not accept bot- 
tles,. while the other proposal 
would set a limit of 240 contain- 
ers which could be returned by 
any customer at one time, The 
store would be required to con- 
spicuously post the hours during 
which bottles would not be ac- 
cepted. 


These two bills are expected to 
be approved by the legislature and 
become law immediately, and will 
not have to go before the voters 
this fall as competing measures to 
the petition initiated repeal pro- 
posal. There are other proposed 
bills pending which would amend 
the 17-month old bottle Jaw, many 
of which are expected to be de- 
layed until next year.
